Monday, D ecem ber 3, is going 
to be a big day in the history 
of C athedral City. 
T heir new 
post office building w ill be open 
for public use and convenience

day, 
and Postm istress 
Edna Cobb is m aking plans for 
a big day, th e first in a build­ 
ing 
set 
aside 
exclusively 
for 
Uncle Sam ’s m ail. 
It w as just a little more than 
17 years ago th a t a post office 
was 
established 
in 
Cathedral 
City for the benefit of a handful 
of settlers there, and th e first 
mail w as delivered to the com­ 
m unity on Nov. 9, 1928. P rior to 
that, residents 
there 
got their 
mail in one big box a t th e local 
post office. M argarita G um precht 
was appointed first postmistress, 
but did not serve, th e business 
house, w here th e C athedral City 
grocery now stands, having just 
been sold to Mr. and Mrs. A. T. 
Cobb. 
Mrs. 
Nellie 
M. 
Cobb, 
m other of Claude Cobb, was ap­ 
pointed acting postm istress, and 
served until the next year, when 
her husband 
was 
nam ed post­ 
master. 
APPOINTED TO POST 
On Ju ly 1, 1929, C laude and 
Edna Cobb took over the store 
property and 
Mrs. 
Cobb took 
over the post office duties. 
In 
May, 
1936, she was appointed 
postm istress by Postm aster G en­ 
eral Jam es Farley, th e office then 
being fourth class. O n Ju ly 1,

The colonel said nothing excit­ 
ing ever happened to him w hile 
overseas. However it w as learned 
th at during one mission he had a 
bom bardier wounded, his rudder 
control shot aw ay and other con­ 
trols badly damaged. One engine 
of his aircraft was also put out of 
commission: however, he landed 
the ship safely in England. 
In his first official announce­ 
m ent as com m anding officer, he 
declared th at he w ill cooperate 
in every w ay possible w ith citi­ 
zens of Palm Springs and is look­ 
ing forw ard to m eeting the city's 
executives, and m em bers of the 
various civic organizations.

The 
pi ¡nciple is the some 
whethci 
the issue is great or small and 
whether it affects few or many 
The important thing is to give 
the Notice the 
widest 
possible 
advance' publicity within reason.

There is a determ ining factor, 
in the present “investigation” of 
Pearl Harbor, w hich will have to 
be settled 
before the 
people 
learn the truth about th at fiasco, 
which cost the homes of the na­ 
tion more than 
three thousand 
casualties and gave the country 
its greatest Naval defeat. 
Is the Pearl H arbor Committee 
a judicial body, or is it an in­ 
vestigating body? 
You have read the attacks on 
the comm ittee, by various adm in­ 
istration-supporting 
columnists; 
over the radio, and sometimes in 
the press. The speech 
of 
the 
Postm aster-G eneral a few days 
ago is an illustration. This is all 
part of the present W ashington 
picture. Criticism of the adm in­ 
istration brings down 
on 
the 
head of the critic the full force 
of New Deal, and left-w ing pro­ 
paganda, including personal a t­ 
tacks, and the w ell-known dis­ 
tortion of w hat was m eant, or 
actually said. 
Coming back to Pearl Harbor: 
If the com m ittee 
is a 
judicial 
com m ittee, 
as the 
Democratic 
m em bers wish to make it, then 
all it does is to consider m ater­ 
ial laid before it by the depart­ 
ments, through its own counsel. 
It makes its decisions from this 
m aterial. 
If it is an investigating com­ 
mittee, then the comm ittee in­ 
vestigates the sources of the m a­ 
terial and the reports, and all 
the papers and records incident 
to the Pearl H arbor attack and 
the several days before the at­ 
tack. The com m ittee in this case 
does not accept m erely w hat is 
offered it, but m akes sure that 
all m aterial has been 
furnished 
and 
all supporting 
data 
are 
there. 
The chief counsel for the com­ 
m ittee was selected by the De­ 
m ocratic m ajority, w ith the ap­ 
proval of the R epublican m in­ 
ority. He is a form er 
assistant 
attorney-general of the 
United 
States. He seem ed to be a disin­ 
terested choice. H e has, however, 
supported the m aneuver of the 
Democratic m ajority, to force the 
com m ittee to act only as a judi­ 
cial body. He has interpreted his 
job as one of preparing for the 
com m ittee such records and m a­ 
terial as have been furnished by 
the Army, the Navy, or the State 
D epartm ent. 
The question 
on this 
point, 
now in the m inds of m em bers of

URGES STRICT CONTROL 
Mayor E. E. T herieau, recipient 
of the telegram 
from 
C aptain 
Eddie R ickenbacker acquainting 
him w ith th e 
application 
filed 
N ovem ber 30 w ith the Civil A ero­ 
nautics board 
in 
w hich 
Palm 
Springs w as named as one of 60 
cities the com pany w ould like to 
serve, said it was his opinion the 
city would exercise stringent con­ 
tro l of the operation of the air 
base w hen declared surplus by 
the army. 
“It’s m y opinion th at the city 
council favors placing the opera­ 
tion of the a ir base in the hands 
of an individual or organization 
financially able to operate it suc­ 
cessfully," said the mayor.

On the o th er hand, Edgar B er­ 
gen. who personally landed his

“I believe the city of Palm 
Springs should take the airport 
and run it.

Buick’s first post-war cars, the 
new models for 1946, are now be­ 
ing 
placed 
on 
exhibition 
by 
Desert Inn Garage, local Buick 
dealer at Palm Springs. 
Three lines of eight-cylinder 
cars are being introduced—Series 
50 Super on 124-in. wheelbase, 
Series 70 Roadmaster on 129-in. 
wheelbase, and Series 40 Special 
on 121-in. wheelbase. All incor­ 
porate important changes in ap­ 
pearance, design, 
and perform­ 
ance as compared with the simi­ 
larly numbered models of 1942— 
the latest to be introduced prior 
to the war. 
First off the line and first to be 
shown are the Series 50 Super 
cars made in four-door 
sedan, 
two - door 
sedanet, 
convertible 
coupe, and estate wagon styles 
each having six-passenger capa­ 
city. The four-door sedan and the 
estate wagon are now in produc­ 
tion with other body styles to 
follow shortly. 
NEW STYLING 
Material advances in styling as 
well as functional design are im ­ 
mediately apparent in the new 
Buicks. 
An entirely new grille 
not only adds massiveness to the 
front but due to its construction 
provides improved air flow. All 
external surfaces of the new 
grille are capped with chrome- 
plated stainless steel. 
Front appearance 
is ■ further 
enhanced by a new “aiming ring” 
radiator 
ornament, 
new 
a n d 
heavier 
bumper design, 
n e w 
bumper guards and series desig­ 
nation. 
Flashway direction sig­ 
nals and parking lights are of 
larger size.

ENGINE IMPROVEMENTS 
The Buick valve-in-head Fire­ 
ball engine introduced in 1941 is 
continued with many important 
refinements.

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W h y Is There a 
Desert H e r e ? 
We have discovered that in 
order for a region to be classi­ 
fied as a desert, it must have (1) 
less than eleven inches of rain 
per year, (2) rapid surface evap­ 
oration of this rain back into the 
atmosphere, (3) high day tem ­ 
peratures, falling 
rapidly at 
night, and (4) most of its meagre 
rain received 
during 
the hot 
summer months. The altitude or 
type of soil are not the deciding 
factors. 
The perennial question next 
crops up: Then why is Palm 
Springs a desert? Why doesn't 
it have MORE rain each year? 
MUST SEEK HISTORY 
To answer this inquiry, we 
must seek the history of a desert, 
to see how it developed through 
the past ages. Geologists are 
somewhat in disagreement about 
the age of some of our great des­ 
erts. They say that the Great 
Sahara, for instance, has been a 
desert off and on for over 200 
million years! That’s a trem en­ 
dously long time for one region 
to be arid. Our own Colorado 
and Mojave Deserts, however, 
present geological evidence that 
they are much more recent, and 
that their age can be reckoned in 
perhaps thousands of years, not 
millions. At any rate, not too 
long ago a great sea lay over 
both regions, and during the last 
portions of the great Ice Ages, 
when the mighty glaciers were 
receding, the sea had vanished 
and the land had become more 
or less temperate in climate. We 
know this because paleontolo­ 
gists have unearthed the bones of 
such animals as the bison, mas­ 
todon, wild horse, camel, ground- 
sloth, giant wolf, and sabre-tooth­ 
ed tiger, animals that normally 
would not be found inhabiting 
the arid climate that prevails 
over Southern California today. 
NOT PRESENT THEN 
At that remote time, say a 
million years ago, there were no 
mountain ranges to the west, no 
majestic San Jacinto peak, no 
string of Santa Rosa mountains 
down toward the Gulf. No, these 
mountain ranges that we take for 
granted now, are all of compar­ 
atively recent origin. Then sud­ 
denly there commenced great 
disatrophic 
movements of the 
crust up and down the entire 
length of the Pacific Coast. 
Earthquakes the like of which no 
mortal has 
ever witnessed, 
shook the ground. Huge crevasses 
opened up and were in turn fill­ 
ed with detritus. Unbelieveable 
movements took place along the 
active fault lines, as the bedrock 
shifted its balance. Some areas 
were elevated to great heights; 
others sank below sea level. 
Gradually a long chain of 
mountains, stretching from Cana­ 
da clear down into Mexico, were 
being thrust up to the west as 
barriers, shutting off the broad 
Pacific. Higher and higher they 
rose, the Sierras west of the Mo­ 
jave, and the San Jacinto’s and 
Santa Rosa’s west of the Colora­ 
do desert. As these barriers jutted 
up, other great changes were be­ 
ing wrought on the cut-off 
plains areas sloping away to the 
south and east, plains areas that 
formerly had rather humid cli­ 
mates and copious rainfall. 
CUT-OFF PRECIPITATION 
Cool air holds moisture longer 
than warm air, for heat speeds 
evaporation; and all moisture in 
air is ultimately derived from the 
seas. In the case of the Mojave 
and Colorado Desert areas, prac 
tically all their rain had been de 
rived from the rain clouds sail 
ing in from the Pacific, from the 
west to the east. Before the 
mountains were elevated, there 
was nothing to impede this cloud 
movement. But now that these 
high ranges intervened, some­ 
thing radical happened. 
The cool rain clouds, heavily 
laden with moisture, swept in off 
the Pacific as usual, and reaching 
the mountain barriers, rose grad­ 
ually to surmount them. How­ 
ever, when air rises, it becomes 


colder, and by the time these 
clouds had attained an altitude of 
over 10,000 feet and started to 
descend had become so cold and 
.so compressed that they could no 
longer retain their load of water. 
As a result, copious rains fell on 
the western side of the ranges, 
and by the time the clouds had 
scooted on over the top, they 
were nearly devoid of moisture. 
In descending to a lower altitude, 
they became warmed again; be­ 
cause of this increase in temper­ 
ature, what little dampness still 
remained was very soon dissipat­ 
ed by evaporation. Therefore, no 
rain reached the lee side of the 
mountains: it had all been lost 
in trying to climb over the moun­ 
tain barrier. 
DESERTS SIMILAR 
Most of the deserts of the 
world share the common feature 
of some sort of barrier which de­ 
prives them of rainfall they 
would ordinarily receive. High 
mountains will usually constitute 
such obstacles, and in the case 
of the very arid Chilean Peruvian 
desert, it is the contiguous cold 
ocean current that robs that area 
of its greatly needed moisture. 
In fact, so arid is this South 
American desert that at Iquique, 
on the coast of northern Chile, 
absolutely no rain fell for four 
years straight! 
Most deserts, too, are located 
in wide shallow basins. Our Colo­ 
rado Desert lies in a huge basin 
once ocupied by ancient Lake 
Cahuilla. Desert rivers, if present 
at all, flow into the centers of 
these basins, and having no out­ 
lets, are lost by evaporation or 
persist as alkaline lakes. Many 


of them run most of their course 
underground. Notable examples 
of arid inland lakes are the Dead 
Sea, Lake Eyre in Australia, and 
of course the Saltón Sea of the 
Colorado Desert. Partially sub­ 
terranean rivers include the Mo­ 
jave and the W hitewater Rivers. 
Erosion both by water and 
wind is common throuhout de­ 
sert regions. Falling rain and the 
resultant sheet-floods are con­ 
tinually plucking away soil from 
higher elevations and transport­ 
ing them to lower ones. This 
tends to level the region, to re­ 
duce the hills and to fill up the 
depressions. The wind is a con­ 
stant partner in this task, and 
because of the resulting low ba­ 
sins, can sweep more powerfully 
over wide expanses unchecked, 
thereby speeding up the entire 
process. 
( 
DETERS VEGETATION 
This never-ending denuding of 
the top soil constitutes a grave 
problem to desert plants, and 
they must adapt themselves to 
such severe conditions in order 
to survive. The same is true of 
the desert animals who have 
chosen the desert as their home. 
It is a perpetual battle of sur­ 
vival, with only the hardiest per­ 
sisting. 
Now that we know fairly well 
the what and why of our deserts, 
in next week’s column we’ll an­ 
swer the question of WHERE. 
Nearly twenty per cent of the 
earth's land is of an arid nature. 
Just where are these deserts lo­ 
cated. and how are they similar 
to or how do they differ from our 
own Mojave and Colorado De­ 
serts?

Union Pacific To 
Expand Facilities 
To Meet Increases 


Foreseeing heavy increases in 
passenger traffic and commercial 
freight, Union Pacific has ordered 
$24,000,000 worth of new equip­ 
ment, and, in addition, bids have 
been requested for 100 passenger 
cars, it has been disclosed by W. 
H. Guild, executive assistant to 
President W. M. Jeffers of the 
Union Pacific railroad. 
The new equipment on order 
includes 1,000 box cars costing 
$3,625,000; 
and 500 automobile 
cars at an estimated cost of $2,­ 
100,000. Delivery on these will be 
completed by January. 


ORDER NEW ENGINES 


Twenty-nine Diesel switch en­ 
gines will be delivered within the 
next 90 days as a part of a $3,­

order for delivery in March at a

New rail amounting to 132,000 
tons will cost $5,865,000 and will 
be delivered in 1946. With this 
will come $3,672,000 worth of rail 
fittings, such as tie plates, frogs, 
joint bars, anchors and switches. 
Two million new ties are also 
scheduled for delivery at a cost 
of $2,500,000.

$24,000 M o n th ly 
G oing to County 
In A g e Benefits 


Over $24,200 monthly is going 
to residents of Riverside county 
in Federal Old-Age and Survivors 
Insurance benefits, according to 
statistics released today by J. H. 
Johnson, manager of the San Ber­ 
nardino Field Office of the Social 
Security board. These benefits 
are of several types, Johnson said, 
and are payable not only to re­ 
tired workers at 65 or older, but 
also to survivors 
of 
deceased 
workers of any age. 
Benefits are of three general 
types, Mr. Johnson explained, in 
giving a breakdown of figures 
and kinds of benefits being paid 
to local residents. First, monthly 
old-age benefits to workers 65 or 
older were paid to 600 persons in 
Riverside county during the quar­ 
ter ending September 30th. These 
monthly payments amounted to 
$14,149.57. Wives of such workers 
were paid $2,164.39 monthly in 
benefits also available to them at 
the age of 65.
